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has such person detained on board the ship by a written order to the master, agent 
consignee, or owner of the vessel upon which the said immigrant arrived; he then noti- 
fies the collector of his action, and the proper order is issued from this office to said 
master, agent, consignee, or owner that said vessel is required to return such immigrant 
to the port whence he came, in accordance with Article V of the inclosed regulations. 
Attention is invited to Article X of the immigration regulations which imposed a 
fine of $300 upon any agent, master, consignee, or owner of a vessel, who shall refuse or 
neglect to comply with the requirements of the collector in accordance with said regu- 
lations.
